"It's anticipated 
that at least two new school 
sites will be recommended in 
the Belle Glade area. It is also 
expected that most of our school 
centers will require additions 
to keep up with the growth ex- 
pected,” Earwood pointed out. 

No estimates of cost for any 
facilities has been made, he 
said; however, the complete re- 
port will be presented to the 
board with some estimates at 
that time, 

The survey teams use all avail- 
able information about an area 
when projecting school needs.

We're adding our voice to the reams and 
columns already written about convicted terror- 
ist, Caryl Chessman, and his “act of God” re- 
prieve with the thought in mind to arrest your 
attention about one point: The intervention of 
Federal government on what should have been a 
State's busine 

We're also viewing with a critically-cocked 
eyebrow the intervention in the matter by a for- 
eign power. A South American country said it 
feared demonstrations against President Eisen- 
hower during his Latin American tour if Che: 
man wasn't reprieved. A top-leve! State Depart- 
ment executive wired the California governor to 
urge clemency in Chessman's behalf—and the 
death row resident got help. 

Whether the subject is a convicted killer, or 
whether the subject is the south Florida peanut * 
allotment, what right has a foreign government 
got to tell the United States what to do about it? 

Some countries and some states do not permit 
the death penalty for any crime. It would be an 
interference on a state which did sanetion the ex- 
treme penalty for anyone except the citizens in 
the specific state to attempt to change, alter or 
abolish that state's laws. 

Where is our government's backbone and 
where is our nationa! strengeh when the Feder- 
al Government allows other countries to make a 
mockery of our judicial system. National writers 
for all major newspapers and press services gen- 
erally agree that Chessman had the full process 
of law to which he was entitled.
